Owing to ill health which necessi¬

^ tion at the monthly meeting of the 
Board held on Monday evening. His 
l action came as a surprise to all save a 
few who had been made acquainted 
’ with his intentions and brought regret 
’ to all, both on account of the cause 
which made the action necessary and 
because of the loss to the Board. Mr. 
Mead has made an exceedingly efficient 
secretary since his accession to the 
office as the successor to Mr. Bridle a 
few' months ago. When it was seen 
that Mr. Mead could not be persuaded 
to reconsider his action it was voted 
that a committee be appointed to draft 
suitable resolutions to be presented to 
Mr. Mead and to select a candidate for 
his successor. President Keys ap¬ 
pointed on the committee Messrs. J. A. 
Patterson, J. C. Dickson and J. A. Os¬ 
good. 

J. D. Mackerras reported to the 
Board on the v'ork done by the com¬ 
mittee on volunteer fire deportment. 
The results of the committee’s work 
are summed up elsewhere in this paper 
in the account of the organization. 
Leigh Smith reported on the plans for 
the entry in the Elks’ parade of today. 

It was voted that the money allowed 
for the purpose be paid over to the 
committee. 

W. S. Andrews reported for the com¬ 
mittee on public library that he had 
had several conferences with the city 
attorney and that some legal phases 
of the situation were still under in¬ 
vestigation. He quoted Mr. Madden as 
saying that he was doubtful if title to 
the local library property could be 
transferred to the city at present, re¬ 
gardless of the power of the city to 
own and operate a library. 

On motion of J. H. Wright and fol¬ 
lowed by some discussion, the Board 
went on record as favoring a policy of ' 
strict enforcement of laws and in- ' 
dorsing municipal officers w'ho do their 1 
duty in that direction. The question * 
of expanding the city limits was also 1 
brought up by Mr. Wright. While 1 
there is a strong sentiment in favor of ( 
efirar^rng r 'the~cffy v s 'b'oundarTes',' It was" 
thought advisable to wait awhile be¬ 
fore taking any such action. Chief t 
among the reasons in favor of expan- t 
sion is the possibility of having control s 
over the roads leading to this city, so £ 
that the approaches can be kept in first c 
class shape instead of leaving the city t 
isolated for lack of good roads to con- f 
nect with our well paved streets. '

J. A. Gilbert was elected chief of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment at the meeting held on Tuesday 
evening for the purpose of forming an 
organization of volunteer fire fighters. 
A set of by-laws was adopted and 
plans perfected for putting the depart¬ 
ment on an efficient working basis. 

The meeting was held pursuant to 
the call of the Board of Trade commit- 
tte having the matter in charge. J. D. 
Mackerras served as chairman fur the 
evening and Leigh Smith as secretary 
of the meeting. Following remarks by 
the chairman on the need for such a 
department and outlining some of the 
plans formulated by the committee, 
two committees were appointed to 
draw up a set of by-laws and to bring 
-4n-a--Rst--tyf- nom-mn+h inw-fu r officers:' ~ 

The by-laws offered by the commit¬ 
tee embodied the features outlined by 
the Board of Trade committee and 
some additional features were added 
after a general discussion. Three 
classes of members are provided for: 
the twenty-two members of the active 
forse; substitutes, from whose ranks 
[ vacancies in the active list shall be 
filled: and associate members. The 
latter class is designed to include cit¬ 
izens willing to pay dues for the pur¬ 
pose of enjoying the social features of 
the department and the gymnasium 
equipment which it is hoped may be 
secured in the near future. Associate 
members would not be subject to 
active duty in the department, the pay¬ 


ment of their dues being considered as 
offsetting the active service of the 
other classes of members. 

The active force will be under com¬ 
mand of the Chief. Two captains will 
be in command of nine men each, 
known as hose and ladder companies. I

e D. C. Howard Was Bound to Have the 
fc Job of Improving That Avenue and 
Made His Bid Accordingly 

j Property owners on Auburn avenue 
. will get the benefit of some keen com¬ 
petition among street contractors, 
the contract for improvement of that 
avenue having been let to D. C. How- 
^ ard at a very low price. Grading and 
oiling will be done for 79 cents per 
lineal foot and the bid for culverts was 
considerably lower than that of any 
other bidder. The total difference be¬ 
tween the bids of Howard and his 
nearest competitor on the whole job is 
in the neighborhood of $900. 

Bids were opened for this work at 
an adjourned meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees held last Saturday evening, but 
three bids being offered. Mr. Howard 
is foreman for John R. Ott who has 
already done work in Sierra Madre, 
and the bid is really Mr. Ott’s. Mr. 
Howard said in explanation of his low- 
bid: “We have been bidding around 

here for six months or more without 
landing a contract and made up our 
minds we w-ere going to have this one.” 
For which the Auburn avenue prop¬ 
erty owners will be duly thankful.
